As  pointed  out  time  and  time 
gain,  what  it  has  meant  to  the 
nstitution  is  difficult  to  measure, 
^ot  only  has  the  sum  realized  each 
ear  been  very  considerable,  and 
las  increased  from  year  to  year, 
>ut  it  has  stimulated  as  nothing 
lse  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  in 
heir  Alma  Mater.  It  has  made 
hem  feel  that  they  are  part  and 
>arcel  in  the  carrying  on  of  the 
vork  of  the  institution. 

Only  about  120  days  now  remain  in  which  to  reach  the 
oal.  It  can  and  must  and  will  be  attained.  The  Alumni 
vill  do  their  part. 


The  Number  of  GI's  in  College 
Decreasing 

AS  was  to  be  expected,  the  number  of  veterans  attend- 
f~\  ing  our  colleges  and  universities  is  steadily  on  the 
ecrease.  In  the  session  of  1946-47  between  55%  and 
0%  of  the  students  at  Hampden-Sydney  were  veterans, 
^ast  session  the  number  fell  to  approximately  45%,  and 
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with  139  ex-servicemen  enrolled  for  the  coming  session, 
the  percentage  has  dropped  to  a  little  over  30%.  At 
the  same  time,  the  number  of  students  will  remain 
practically  the  same  as  last  session — always  subject,  of 
course,  to  what  may  develop  under  the  new  draft  law. 
There  has  been  so  far  no  indication  of  any  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  those  entering  our  colleges.  Until  there  is 
a  business  recession,  which  has  been 
expected  for  several  years,  there 
seems  no  likelihood  of  any  marked 
decrease.  When  the  recession  does 
come,  it  is  inevitable  that  its  effect 
will  be  felt  in  the  colleges  as  else- 
where. When  incomes  begin  to  fall 
the  problem  of  parents  giving  their 
children  a  college  education  will 
become  serious,  and  the  number  of 
students  entering  colleges  will  then 
begin  to  fall  off. 

It  is  felt  that  the  colleges  have 
done  a  good  part  by  the  veterans, 
particularly  for  those  who  were 
desirous  of  making  up  for  what  they 
were  forced  to  forego  while  in  the 
service  of  their  country.  Many  of 
these  are  deeply  in  earnest,  and 
put  to  good  use  the  generous  pro- 
visions of  their  government,  known 
as  the  "GI  Bill  of  Rights."  Even 
those  less  interested,  and  who  did 
not  make  what  they  should  out  of 
their  opportunities,  doubtless  got 
something  out  of  their  college  ex- 
perience. 


The  New  Draft  Law  Known  as  the 
Selective  Service  Act  of  1948 

AS  it  has  been  frequently  commented  on,  both  in 
i,  verbal  discussions  and  in  the  press,  the  Selective 
Service  Act  of  1948  presents  a  new  situation.  The  Selec- 
tive Service  Act  of  1940,  amended  from  time  to  time, 
under  which  this  country  operated  during  the  war,  was 
enacted  when  war  was  raging  in  Asia  and  Europe.  While 
this  country  was  not  then  engaged,  war  was  at  our 
doors  and  that  we  should  be  drawn  into  it  was  inevitable. 
Now  so  far  as  open  hostilities  are  concerned,  the  world 
in  general  is  ostensibly  at  peace.      However,  even   now 
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ominous  clouds  are  hanging  over  the  horizon.  Russia, 
our  former  ally,  is  engaged  in  a  series  of  unwarranted 
and  unlawful  acts,  and  shows  no  disposition  to  let  the 
world  get  down  to  a  real  peace  for  which  mankind  is  so 
greatly  desirous.  The  Soviet  Government  persists  in 
hostile  propaganda  against  the  United  States,  and  in 
actions  calculated  to  irritate  and  bring  on  a  conflict. 
It  brings  to  bear  all  the  pressure  it  can  to  attain  its  ends 
and  gain  world  domination.  The  new  Selective  Service 
Act,  therefore,  became  a  necessity.  Under  this  law  all 
male  persons  residing  in  the  United  States  between  the 
ages  of  1 8  and  26  are  required  to  register  and  are  liable 
to  be  inducted  into  the  armed  forces  for  military  training. 
The  law,  however,  provides  that  any  person  who  is 
pursuing  satisfactorily  a  full-time  course  of  instruction 
in  a  college,  university  or  similar  institution  of  learning, 
if  ordered  to  report  for  induction,  shall  upon  presenting 
the  facts  to  the  local  board  have  his  induction  postponed 
to  the  end  of  his  academic  year.  If  he  is  not  satisfactorily 
pursuing  his  course,  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  post- 
ponement. At  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  to  see 
just  what  effect  the  new  draft  law  is  going  to  have  on 
the  attendance  of  our  Colleges. 


Alphabetical  Bewilderment 

THE  use  of  abbreviations  is  as  old  as  language  itself, 
and  has  proven  when  kept  within  proper  limits, 
convenient  and  useful.  The  degrees  which  colleges  confer 
are  seldom  written  out  in  full,  and  B.  A.,  B.  S.,  M.  A., 
Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.  and  D.  D.  are  well  recognized  and  generally 
understood,  as  to  their  meanings  by  the  average  man. 
B.  C.  and  A.  D.  indicating  the  point  from  which  the 
Christian  world  reckons  time  are  universally  used  and 
accepted,  though  perhaps  many  do  not  know  the  Latin 
words  for  which  they  stand.  A.  U.  C.  is  not  so  well 
understood  and  rarely  used.  If  we  have  not  entirely 
forgotten  our  Latin,  it  denotes  the  Latin  words  "anno 
urbe  condita,"  or  the  founding  of  the  city,  another  desig- 
nation of  a  point  from  which  time  is  reckoned.  It  is 
recalled  that  in  the  days  when  Dr.  Richard  Mclllwaine 
was  president  of  the  College  and  taught  Old  Testament 
History,  he  would  often  ask  on  examinations  what  these 
abbreviations  denoted.  The  first  two  were  almost  always 
answered  readily,  but  A.  U.  C.  oftentimes  provided  a 
stumbling  block.  It  is  also  recalled  that  one  of  the  stu- 
dents who,  if  he  did  not  shine  as  a  biblical  student,  held 
a  high  place  on  the  baseball  diamond,  found  these  letters 
too  much  for  him,  and  with  a  wild  guess  said  they  stood 
for  "Are  U  (you)  coming." 

Then,  O.  K.,  whatever  the  origin — though  it  is  said 
by  some  that  the  letters  stand  for  "all  correct,"  as  spelled 
by  old  Andy  Jackson  "Oil  Korrect,"  the  meaning  is  well 
understood  and  is  almost  universally  used. 

Of  course,  these  are  only  a  few  of  the  abbreviations  in 
common  use  and  well  understood,  and  as  time  went  on 
the  number  has  steadily  increased,  but  not  at  such  a 
pace  that  most  of  us  could  not  keep  up  with  the  proces- 
sion. It  was  not  until  the  New  Deal,  which  brought  in 
its  train  many  other  and  more  serious  evils,  that  the 
alphabetical  deluge  began.  There  was  WPA,  PWA,  NRA, 
AAA,  and  a  host  of  others,  which  some  were  able  to 
assimilate  and  understand,  but  with  the  constant  naming  of 
bureaus,  administrations  and  commissions,  we  soon  found 
ourselves    literally    swamped    and    sinking    in    an    alpha- 


betical sea.  Moreover,  the  evil  continues  and  grows  to 
such  an  extent  that  one  in  reading  the  newspaper  is 
constantly  finding  a  group  of  letters,  the  meaning  of  which 
is  beyond  him.  As  soon  as  a  new  bureau  or  commission 
is  created,  it  is  reduced  to  the  first  letters  of  each  word 
denoting  its  name.  The  newspapers  at  once  adopt  these 
abbreviations  taking  it  for  granted  that  the  reader  will 
know  what  they  stand  for,  but  such  is  far  from  the  case. 
The  practice  has  gotten  to  the  point  that  the  reader 
finds  himself  in  complete  bewilderment. 

Some  enterprising  publisher  might  get  out  a  book 
which  would  give  the  meaning  of  these  abbreviations, 
though  with  their  constant  increase,  he  would  have  to 
get  out  an  annual  supplement  at  least.  Then,  too,  our 
colleges  might  put  in  a  special  course  to  explain  these 
jumbles  of  letters,  and  have  it  count  heavily  on  one's 
degree. 

We  are  people  prone  to  take  short  cuts  and  save  our- 
selves as  much  trouble  as  possible,  but  the  way  in  which 
this  alphabetical  disease  has  taken  hold  has  brought 
confusion  and  frustration  to  many  who  would  like  to 
understand,  if  possible,  what  is  going  on. 

Joseph  K.  Irving 

JOSEPH  K.  IRVING  who  died  in  Lynchburg  on 
Wednesday,  August  11,  1948,  was  among  those 
Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  who  had  made  a  distin- 
guished place  in  the  field  of  journalism.  He  had  been 
in  ill  health  for  about  four  years,  but  up  to  a  few  months 
before  his  death  had  continued  to  do  some  editorial 
work  on  the  Lynchburg  News,  to  which  newspaper  he 
had  come  as  managing  editor  a  number  of  years  ago. 
Before  that  he  had  been  editor  of  the  Charlottesville 
Progress,  which  newspaper  under  his  direction  had 
reached  a  high  degree  of  excellence. 

He  began  his  journalistic  career  as  reporter  on  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch.  A  keen  observer,  he  was 
just  the  type  of  man  to  get  the  news  and  was  gifted  in 
presenting  it.  After  some  years  with  this  paper,  upon 
the  health  of  his  father,  J.  K.  Irving,  Sr.,  one  of  the  first 
citizens  of  Buckingham  County,  becoming  impaired,  he 
returned  to  his  old  home  and  took  charge  of  the  manage- 
ment of  his  father's  store  in  Howardsville,  just  across  the 
James  River  from  his  Buckingham  home.  In  1915,  he 
married  Miss  Dorothy  Wingfield,  of  Lynchburg,  after 
which  time  he  took  up  his  residence  in  Howardsville.  Later 
he  went  to  Charlottesville,  where  he  became  editor  of 
the  Charlottesville  Progress,  and  at  the  same  time  was 
correspondent  for  the  New  York  Times. 

He  had  great  facility  in  expression,  wrote  with  ease, 
having  a  style  all  his  own,  and  his  readers  looked  forward 
to  the  lucid  and  often  sprightly  presentation  of  his  sub- 
ject matter.  Some  years  ago  his  article  on  "Christmas" 
was  received  with  great  acclaim,  and  in  response  to  many 
requests  it  was  reprinted  a  number  of  times  in  succeeding 
years.  No  man  ever  had  a  keener  interest  in  his  profes- 
sion, which  became  part  of  his  life.  No  doubt,  that  is- 
one  explanation  of  his  great  success  in  his  chosen  field. 

He  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1899  and 
remained  there  until  the  second  term  of  his  senior  year, 
1903,  the  year  he  would  have  graduated.  Soon  after 
this  he  began  his  work  as  reporter  on  the  Times-Dispatch. 
At  Hampden-Sydney  he  was  popular   among  his  fellow

itudents,  a  member  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity,  and  active 
n  the  social  life  of  the  College.  His  two  brothers,  J.  T. 
[rving,  of  Howardsville,  and  Captain  Charles  R.  Irving, 
)f  USA  Medical,  retired,  of  Fluvanna  County,  were  also 
itudents  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  their  daughter,  Dorothy 
'rving,  of  Lynchburg,  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irving, 
jr.,  and  a  sister,  Miss  Courtney  Irving,  of  Richmond, 
ind  the  two  brothers  above  mentioned.  His  mother  is 
veil  remembered  at  Hampden-Sydney,  at  which  place 
lp  to  a  few  years  ago  she  was  a  frequent  visitor.  A  lady 
>f  great  charm  and  animation  she  made  many  friends 
m  the  "Hill."  He  also  left  first  cousins,  Mrs.  Henry  C. 
rhornton,  Miss  Delia  E.  Brock  and  Robert  K.  Brock, 
>f  Hampden-Sydney,  and  H.  I.  Brock,  of  New  York  City. 

High  tributes  were  paid  to  him  in  editorials  in  the 
Lynchburg  News,  the  Lynchburg  Advance,  and  by 
Dr.  Douglas  Freeman  in  his  broadcast  the  morning  after 
lews  of  his  death  reached  him.

On  July  23,  1948,  he  sailed  for  Holland  to  participate 
n  the  organization  of  the  International  Council  of 
Bible — believing  churches  which  will  be  composed  of 
xmservative  church  bodies  from  all  over  the  world. 

After  the  meeting  in  Amsterdam,  Mr.  Schaeffer  expects 
;o  reside  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  to  establish  a  Euro- 
jean  Department  for  the  Independent  Board  for  Presby- 
:erian  Foreign  Missions,  and  to  represent  in  Europe  the 
\merican  Council  of  Christian  Churches,  and  to  co- 
)perate  with  European  churches  which  have  continued 
tonservative  in  doctrine  and  practice. 

Mr.  Schaeffer's  family  consists  of  his  wife — before  her 
narriage  Miss  Edith  Seville  whose  parents  were  mis- 
lionaries  in  China  for  many  years — and  three  daughters: 
fanet  Priscilla,  11;  Susan  Jane,  7,  and  Deborah  Ann,  3.

The  dates  of  the 
ourney  were  August  9  to  October  10.  181 1.   On  August  13 


Lisetta  speaks  of  arriving  at  a  Mr.  Smith's  in  Charlotte 
Courthouse  where,  she  says,  "we  took  our  breakfast  about 
one  o'clock  which  was  a  very  good  dinner."  She  speaks 
of  traveling  37  miles  that  day  and  of  being  160  miles 
from  home.  Then  on  August  14  we  find  this  record: 
"This  morning  we  started  about  four  o'clock,  passed  by 
Hampden-Sydney  College  and  were  much  impressed  to 
see  the  elegant  buildings,  four-story  high  one  of  them 
with  a  cupola  on  top  and  several  other  large  buildings 
just  finishing.  .  .  We  passed  on  to  Bains  old  tavern 
where  we  took  in  a  most  excellent  dinner,  got  melons. 
And  early  this  morning  arrived  at  Cumberland  Court- 
house. Put  up  with  old  Daddy  Hopson,  who  has  a  very 
excellent  and  extensive  garden."  The  young  diarist  is 
much  impressed  with  the  sights  of  Fredericksburg,  thrilled 
with  crossing  the  Potomac  on  the  good  boat,  Cygnet* 
speechless  over  the  sights  of  what  she  speaks  of  as  "the 
splendid  Capitoleum  of  the  U.  States,"  and  greatly 
impressed  by  the  boat  trip  from  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
to  New  Y'ork.  The  coach  in  which  this  journey  was 
made  is  on  exhibit  in  the  museum  at  Salem,  N.  C.  It 
is  a  stout  vehicle,  but  one  wonders  how  it  could  accom- 
modate six  people  with  any  degree  of  comfort  on  so  long 
a  journey.  The  youthful  journalist,  however,  has  very 
little  to  say  about  any  discomfort. 


A  Striking  and  Able  Article  by 
Dr.  Graves  H.  Thompson 

The  Commonivealth  of  July,  1948,  a  magazine  published 
by  the  Virginia  State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  with  William 
S.  Lacy,  Jr.,  '29,  managing  editor,  carried  among  other 
interesting  and  informing  articles  a  sketch  of  "Hampden- 
Sydney — A  Revolutionary  College"  by  Dr.  Graves 
Haydon  Thompson,  Class  of  1927,  since  1939  Walter 
Blair  Professor  of  Latin  in  his  Alma  Mater.  The  article 
is  so  attractive  and  forceful  that  we  wish  we  had  space 
to  copy  it  entire.  The  gifted  and  genial  author  shows 
that  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  revolutionary  in  various 
senses.  It  opened  its  doors  for  students  in  17J6.  The 
prospectus  of  the  first  president  stated  that  "a  more 
particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  English  language 
than  is  usually  done  in  places  of  public  education,"  and 
at  the  outset  assurance  was  given  that  scientific  studies 
would  be  emphasized.  Thus  at  its  founding  somewhat 
revolutionary  in  the  emphasis  upon  English  and  science, 
the  College  today  is  somewhat  revolutionary  in  emphasiz- 
ing the  broad  cultural  courses  by  fostering  Latin  and 
Greek  as  parts  of  the  curriculum  for  B.  A.  degrees.  "Thus 
we  find,"  Dr.  Thompson  says,  "the  paradox  of  greater 
freedom  of  choice  allowed  in  a  school  which  apparently 
grants  less  freedom  of  choice  than  the  ordinary  college." 
Hampden-Sydney  is  revolutionary  in  adhering  to  "the 
belief  of  its  Presbyterian  and  Episcopalian  founders  that 
education  without  religion  is  futile."  Two  years  of  Bible 
study  is  required  of  every  student.  The  College  has 
small  endowment,  but  it  is  revolutionary  in  that  financial 
support  is  generously  furnished  by  its  Alumni.  They 
are  proud  of  the  College  and  the  College  is  proud  of 
them;  proud  of  their  preeminence  in  ratings  in  Who's  Who; 
proud  of  their  contribution  to  the  leadership  of  the  nation 
in  the  past;  proud  of  what  they  are  doing  today  as  citizens 
and  as  professional  men.  Dr.  Thompson  feels  that  "with 
such  a  past  and  present  the  future  must  be  bright."

Dear  Alumnus: 

The  importance  of  this  letter  I  cannot  exaggerate! 
The  reason  is  the  need  for  sufficient  money  to  obtain 
the  second  $100,000  from  the  General  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

As  you  know,  we  have  been  in  a  campaign  for  practi- 
cally three  years.  We  have  raised 
in  actual  cash  $680,000.  This  in- 
cludes the  first  $100,000  promised 
by  the  General  Education  Board. 
We  are  now  seeking  desperately  to 
obtain  the  second  $100,000.  As  I 
write  this  letter  to  you,  the  figures 
on  the  second  $100,000  are  as  follows: 
In  cash  $180,000;  in  pledges  $48,000. 
The  trouble  about  the  pledges  from 
churches  and  individuals  is  that  the 
General  Education  Board  will  not 
receive  pledges  of  any  kind.  The 
result  is  we  must  have  in  cash  by 
December  31  the  sum  of  $220,000 — 
a  large  order. 

The  Alumni  can  be  a  powerful  force  in  this  undertaking. 
Last  year  you  contributed  through  the  Fund  the  splendid 
sum  of  $44,006.24.  This  amount  came  from  you  and 
the  efforts  of  a  few  Alumni  who  secured  gifts  for  the  Fund. 
If  this  much  money  came  without  pressure,  do  you  not 
believe  we  can  go  far  beyond  it  when  $100,000  is  at  stake? 
I  do!  I  believe  that  we  can  raise,  through  the  Fund,  at 
least  $100,000. 

Up  until  three  years  ago,  the  endowment  was  only 
$388,000.  Today  it  is  $915,000.  If  we  can  secure  the 
second  gift  from  the  General  Education  Board,  the 
endowment  will  then  be  $1,118,000. 

In  spite  of  the  magnificent  help  of  our  Alumni  and 
the  generosity  of  others,  this  is  still  a  crucial  time  for 
the  College.  Hampden-Sydney  must  increase  her  financial 
resources.  The  effort  to  this  end  must  go  on  and  on. 
The  demands  of  the  present  are  so  great  that  no  privately 
owned  college  can  hope  to  survive  without  strong  financial 
aid. 

In  the  opinion  of  many  who  are  not  Hampden-Sydney 
men,  the  College  has  a  value  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion that  rates  unusually  high.  The  opportunity  was 
never  greater;  the  College  never  stronger.  To  fail  under 
these  circumstances  would  be  nothing  short  of  a  calamity. 

If  you  are  a  contributor  through  the  Fund,  do  your 
best  to  increase  it  and  give  it  between  now  and  Decem- 
ber 31.     If  you  have  not  given  before,  won't  you  start 
now?    There  will  never  be  a  more  timely  moment!

Dr.  John  Edwards  Bryan,  '15, 
Called  to  Talladega 

The  Birmingham  Age  Herald  of  July  27,  1948,  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  John  E.  Bryan,  '15,  superintendent  of 
the  Jefferson  County  (Ala.)  Schools  for  twelve  years, 
had  been  chosen  president  of  the  Alabama  Institute  for 
the  Deaf  and  Blind  at  Talladega.  There  are  455  children 
enrolled  in  this  school.  Dr.  Bryan  will  accept  the  call, 
if  the  Jefferson  County  School  Board  releases  him.  Dr. 
Bryan  was  born  in  Marion,  Ala.,  September  5,  1895,  a 
son  of  the  late  Reverend  Dr.  Bryan  (familiarly  known 
as  "Brother"  Bryan),  long  the  beloved  and  honored 
pastor  of  Birmingham's  Third  Presbyterian  Church.  Dr. 
J.  E.  Bryan's  preparation  and  experience  and  performance 
fit  him  for  any  position  which  he  may  be  willing  to  accept: 
B.  A.  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  of  Alabama 
Presbyterian  College;  graduate  student  of  the  L^niversity 
of  Virginia,  of  Columbia  University  (N.  Y.),  and  of  the 
University  of  Chicago;  LL.

The  News  Day  of  Nassan  County,  Long  Island,  N.  Y., 
on  May  17,  1948,  carried  a  picture  of  Dr.  William  C. 
Barger  and  his  Siamese  Cats,  along  with  a  lengthy- 
article  quoting  from  an  article  by  Dr.  Barger  written 
in  defense  of  felines  in  general.  Dr.  Barger  was  active 
as  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  Class 
of  '25  in  debates  and  orations  and  a  helpful  member  of 
the  Jongleurs.  He  is  now  a  physician,  residing  in  Flush- 
ing, but  prominent  in  activities  connected  with  education 
and  psychiatry  in  New  York  City.  He  is  school  psy- 
chiatrist for  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  New 
York;  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Child  Service  League,  Inc.,  of  Queensborough;  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Child  Health  of  the  Queens  Council 
on  Social  Welfare  in  New  York  City  and  Senior  Consultant 
on  Psychiatry  of  the  Veterans  Administration  of  the 
New  York  Regional  office;  he  conducts  a  course  on 
mental  hygiene  at  the  College  level  for  the  Board  of 
Education  of  New  York  City,  and  is  in  frequent  demand 
by  various  organizations  for  lectures  and  addresses.  Just 
now  he  is  chairman  of  a  preparatory  commission  which 
is  collecting  material  to  be  presented  at  the  International 
Congress  on  mental  health  to  be  held  in  London,  England, 
in  August  1948.

A  Statement  on  Snake  Bite 

The  Lynchburg  (Va.)  News  has  interviewed  Dr.  Henry  S 
Mosby,  '35,  as  to  the  proper  treatment  of  snake  bite 
The  learned  doctor  ridicules  the  old-time  remedies  ir 
general  use:  Corn  liquor,  for  instance,  doesn't  help 
Again  don't  catch  a  chicken,  cut  it  open  and  while  it  ii 
yet  alive,  don't  stick  the  hand  (or  the  affected  part! 
into  the  bleeding  entrails.  Don't  pour  gunpowder  01 
the  snake  bite  and  then  ignite  it;  this  will  not  counterac 
the  snake  venom.  Dr.  Mosby  told  the  reporter  wha 
should  be  done  in  case  one  is  so  unfortunate  as  to  bi 
bitten.  The  exact  process  is  not  given  in  detail;  but  s< 
far  as  we  can  gather  his  advice  boils  down  to  two  course 
of  action:  Be  sure  you  have  been  bitten  by  a  poisonou. 
snake;  then  the  sooner  you  get  to  a  doctor,  the  better  oi 
you  will  be. 
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Dr.  Charles  S.  Sydnor  Writes  Volume  5 
of  the  Ten-Volume  History  of  the  South 

THIS  ten-volume  series  is  a  joint  publication  of  the 
Presses  of  the  University  of  Texas  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louisiana.  The  author,  our  distinguished 
Alumnus,  received  the  B.  A.  degree  in  the  Class  of  1918 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  won  the  Ph.  D.  degree  from 
Johns  Hopkins  in  1923,  and  was  made  a  Doctor  of  Litera- 
ture by  Washington  and  Lee  University.  He  was  once 
Professor  of  History  at  Hampden-Sydney  College;  next 
was  head  of  the  History  Department  in  the  University 
of  Mississippi  and  is  now  (1948)  Professor  of  Southern 
History  in  Duke  University.  Dr.  Sydnor  is  a  member 
of  many'  historical  and  literary  associations  and  is  a 
recognized  authority  on  the  ante  bellum  period  of  the 
South. 

Space  will  permit  only  a  few  general  remarks  as  to 
volume  five  of  this  comprehensive  series. 

When  the  eagles  are  soaring  aloft,  the  owls  and  the 
bats  should  slink  to  their  holes.  At  the  risk  of  meriting 
and  receiving  a  rebuke,  this  layman  will  venture  to 
express  disapproval  of  the  method  adopted  for  the  pro- 
duction of  this  definitive  history  of  the  South.  In  spite 
of  the  utmost  care  given  to  the  work  by  the  learned 
writers,'  it  seems  that  a  patchwork  result  must  be  the 
outcome.  A  harmonious  homogeneous  whole  must  be 
impossible.  Differences  of  opinions  of  the  writers  must 
appear  in  their  writings.  Grote's  colossal  history  of 
Greece  would  not  have  its  symmetry  and  unity  if  its 
many  volumes  lacked  the  moulding  mind  and  the  guiding 
hand  of  the  scholarly  author. 

The  first  impression  made  on  the  reader  as  he  turns 
the  pages  of  this  volume  by  Dr.  Sydnor  is  the  immense 
labor  involved  in  the  assembling  of  the  material.  Careful 
documentation  shows  that  all  available  pertinent  sources 
have  been  consulted  and  appropriately  used.  In  the 
effort  to  trace  the  development  of  Southern  Sectionalism, 
1819-1848,  it  is  evident  that  Dr.  Sydnor  felt  cramped  by 
being  plunged  in  medias  res,  as  it  were,  and  by  being 
limited  by  dates.  He  knew,  of  course,  that  Sectionalism 
had  existed  from  the  first  and  that  entire  unanimity  in 
the  group  of  states  had  been  wanting. 

The  great  men  who  drafted  the  Constitution  were  not 
always  exactly  sure  in  their  own  minds  what  they  were 
doing.  They  gave  the  new  nation  the  name  of  The  United 
States  as  if  they  supposed  they  were  writing  a  compact 
between  States;  yet  they  wrote  in  the  preamble  "  We,  the 
people,"  as  if  the  organic  law  was  for  a  conglomerate  of 
individuals.  This  same  confusion  was  evident  when  the 
Legislative  Department  was  arranged.  The  Congress  was 
bi-cameral.  The  House  of  Representatives  was  to  be 
chosen  by  the  people  in  proportion  to  the  population  in 
the  districts  represented.  The  Senate,  however,  repre- 
sented the  States,  as  much  weight  given  to  little  Delaware 
as  to  the  mighty  States  of  New  York  or  Pennsylvania. 
Dr.  Sydnor  knows  full  well  the  origin  of  Sectionalism,  the 
diversity  of  views  and  the  consequent  differences  of  the 
feelings  and  actions  of  those  in  different  areas.  So,  in 
arder  to  give  himself  and  his  readers  the  background  of 
what  was  to  follow,  he  wrote  several  chapters  in  which 
he  outlined  conditions  existing  before  1819.  Thus  as  he 
went  along  he  listed  and  explained  the  subjects  on  which 
Dpinions  differed:  Tariff,  internal  improvement,  public 
lands,  the  National  Bank,  etc.    Thus  he  shows  the  views

of  the  various  sections  and  states  the  interplay  and  results 
of  the  diversities  of  interest  within  the  limits  assigned  to 
him;  but  he  was  forced  in  a  measure  to  soft-pedal  slavery 
which  was  really  the  great  main  cause  of  trouble.  In 
the  title  of  his  volume  he  wisely  used  the  word  Develop- 
ment; for  the  dates  set  for  him  did  not  permit  him  to 
trace  the  effects  of  the  causes  to  their  consummation. 
He  could  speak  clearly  and  fully  and  freely  of  the  Ordin- 
ance of  Nullification  in  South  Carolina  as  passed  and 
later  rescinded  by  that  State;  he  could  outline  and  follow 
through  the  account  of  the  conflict  between  Alabama  and 
the  United  States  over  the  treaty  with  the  Indians  and 
the  tension  finally  broken  by  the  virtual  surrender  of  the 
Federal  Government,  because  the  troubles  began  and 
were  settled  within  the  time  of  his  assignment.  For  the 
same  reason,  he  can  deal  fully  and  clearly  with  the 
Missouri  Compromise,  temporarily  settled  in  1820.  In 
passing,  he  can  tell  us  of  Finney's  revivals,  of  the  Tappans, 
rich  merchants  of  New  York,  of  Theodore  Weld  and  his 
trials  and  tribulations;  he  can  make  brief  mention  of 
William  Lloyd  Garrison,  of  the  Negro  Walker's  pamphlet 
and  of  the  "Higher  Law"  of  the  Abolitionists.  But, 
after  telling  us  that  the  Abolitionists  of  the  North  regarded 
the  South  as  an  obstacle  to  social  and  economic  progress 
and  a  moral  pariah,  he  must  stop  before  he  can  show  us 
how  all  this  culminated  in  the  "irrepressible  conflict" 
and  the  appeal  to  arms  which  came  after  1848. 

Dr.  Sydnor  has  written  a  book  valuable  as  a  source  of 
information,  containing  much  that  cannot  easily  be 
learned  elsewhere.  By  those  who  can  read  and  digest  it, 
the  time  required  will  be  well  spent;  to  those  who  cannot 
read  it  all,  this  reader  would  say  the  last  chapter  is  as 
forcible  and  true  a  portrayal  of  the  South's  view  of  its 
own  ante  bellum  condition  and  of  its  satisfaction  with 
itself  as  can  be  found  anywhere.  This  is  the  firm  convic- 
tion of  one  who  was  born  in  an  atmosphere  where  such 
views  prevailed  and  persisted  long  after  the  Star  and  Bars 
of  the  Confederacy  were  furled  at  Appomattox. 
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Doctor  W.  Twyman  Williams 

Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  '03, 
Resigns  from  College  Church 

After  serving  for  twenty-four  years  as  pastor  of  College 
Church,  Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams  offered  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  congregation  on  July  1 8  and  asked  the  con- 
gregation to  concur  with  him  in  his  request  to  West 
Hanover  Presbytery  for  the  dissolution  of  the  pastoral 
relation.  Most  reluctantly  the  congregation  acceded  to 
their  pastor's  wishes.  The  members  realized  that  his 
health  had  not  been  good  for  some  time  and  that  the 
burdens  of  this  pastorate  had  become  much  heavier 
within  recent  years.  In  recent  months  several  calls  had 
come  to  Dr.  Williams  from  other  fields  and  he  made 
known  to  the  congregation  that  he  was  considering 
accepting  service  in  a  field  where  the  demands  on  his 
strength  would  be  less  taxing.  On  August  18,  West 
Hanover  Presbytery  met  at  Charlottesville,  Va.,  and 
after  dissolving  the  pastoral  relation  between  Dr. Williams 
and  College  Church,  placed  in  his  hands  the  call  from 
the  Appomattox  group  of  churches.  Dr.  Williams  will 
make  his  home  at  Appomattox  Courthouse,  and  in 
addition  to  the  church  there,  he  will  be  pastor  to  two 
smaller  churches  in  the  county,  known  as  Hixburg  and 
Stonewall.  Presbytery  set  September  26  as  the  date  for 
the  installation  of  Dr.  Williams  into  his  new  field. 

Many  expressions  of  the  high  regard  and  deep  affec- 
tion for  Dr.  Williams,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  members 
of  College  Church,  but  also  of  members  of  other  denomina- 
tions of  the  county  have  been  made.  Perhaps  a  quota- 
tion from  a  letter  of  a  committee  of  the  Session  of  College 
Church,  appointed  to  convey  to  the  pastor  the  feeling 
of  that  body  toward  him,  will  indicate  the  attitude  of 
the  congregation  and  others  toward  this  beloved  under- 
shepherd.  "  It  was  with  profound  regret  that  the  Session 
of  College  Church  received  the  announcement  of  your 
resignation  as  pastor  of  this  church.  Your  long  and 
faithful  ministry  as  well  as  the  strength  and  nobleness 
of  your  Christian  character,  have  given  you  a  warm 
place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  this  congregation 
and  community.  The  many  souls  brought  into  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  truth  and  power  with  which 


vou  presented  the  message  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  com- 
fort and  strength  given  to  the  lives  of  your  people  through 
the  example  of  your  character  and  through  the  force  of 
your  preaching,  have  made  this  place  a  center  of  in- 
fluence in  the  work  of  the  Presbytery.  The  fostering  of 
conferences  for  the  young  people  of  the  church  and  the 
promotion  of  Bible  study  among  the  children,  have  left 
influences  of  great  value  in  the  lives  of  the  young. 

"It  is  the  sincere  wish  of  the  members  of  the  Session 
that  the  richest  blessings  of  heaven  may  follow  you  in 
your  labors  in  your  new  field  and  that  great  joy  may  be 
yours  in  all  the  associations  and  experiences  of  your 
new  life." 

It  should  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  Dr.  Williams,  as 
it  is  to  his  people  of  College  Church,  that  his  last  year 
was  very  probably  his  best.  In  contributions,  in  accessions 
to  membership,  in  outpost  service,  and  in  the  vacation 
Bible  School,  the  church  year,  1947-48,  must  be  recorded 
as  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  entire  history  of  old  College 
Church. 

News  Furnished  by  Dr.  Herman  Bell 

Dr.  Bell  has  kindly  written  to  Secretary  Walker  a 
letter  giving  information  about  Alumni.  In  the  first 
place  Dr.  Bell  is  district  supervisor,  Norfolk  (Va.)  Re- 
gional Consultation  Service,  200  East  City  Hall  Avenue, 
Norfolk  10,  Va.  He  and  his  family  are  well  though  some- 
what oppressed  by  the  hot  weather  at  date  of  writing 
(July  16,  1948). 

The  Doctor  reports  that  William  Leigh  Taylor,  '41, 
who  has  been  a  counselor  in  the  Norfolk  office,  was 
chosen  district  supervisor  of  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Re- 
gional Consultation  Service,  located  at  the  Woodrow 
Wilson  Education  Center,  Fishersville,  Va.  He  took 
over  his  new  duties  on  July  1,  1948,  and  is  busy  getting 
organized.  He  will  have  a  staff  of  two  counselors,  a 
psychologist,  two  secretaries.  They  will  serve  the  northern 
part  of  Virginia  through  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation in  its  effort  to  promote  guidance  work  in  the  high 
schools. 


James  Waddell  Gordon,  Jr.,  Wants 
Cities'  Power  Restricted 

Mr.  James  W.  Gordon,  Jr.,  '32,  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Chesterfield  County,  Va.  He 
has  had  a  rather  varied  experience.  He  received  the 
master's  degree  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1933; 
then  he  was  assistant  in  English  at  College  de  Norbonne, 
France;  then  for  four  years  he  was  clerk  with  the  Ameri- 
can Consulate,  Glasgow,  Scotland.  Returning  to  the 
L'nited  States,  he  received  a  law  degree  from  the  T.  C. 
Williams  School  of  Law  of  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond, and  commenced  practice  with  his  father,  Hon. 
J.  W.  Gordon.  As  a  resident  of  Bon  Air,  he  is  treasurer 
of  the  Bon  Air  Community  Association  and  of  the  Bon  Air 
Southampton  Fire  Department.  As  Supervisor  of  the 
Midlothian  District  of  Chesterfield,  he  believes  that  the 
Legislature  ought  to  restrain  the  annexation  power  of 
cities,  and  that  the  wishes  of  the  people  to  be  annexed 
should  be  consulted.  He  is  right,  but  can  the  country 
folk  prevail  against  the  acts  of  a  City  Council  ?  We  wonder. 
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President  Gammon's  Report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees 


The  College  closed  its  172c!  session  on  June  1.  It  is 
fair  to  say  that  in  the  main  the  year  was  a  good  one. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  for  the  entire  session  reached  457.  At 
no  time  were  there  more  than  445  students  in  College. 
With  our  present  facilities,  400  is  all  that  we  can  accom- 
modate. We  could  not  permanently  increase  this  number 
without  more  dormitory  space,  additional  material  equip- 
ment, and  a  larger  faculty.  For  the  coming  session  the 
demand  for  entrance  continues  strong.  However,  at  a 
time  like  this,  almost  anything  can  happen.  We  now 
expect  to  enroll,  to  begin  with,  450. 

FACULTY 

I  have  pointed  out  before  and  now  reiterate  the  fact 
that  the  College  is  fortunate  in  the  teaching  force.  The 
last  two  years  three  of  the  men  received  good  offers  from 
larger  institutions,  and  the  same  was  true  of  our  able 
librarian,  Paul  L.  Grier.  The  increasing  of  remuneration 
has  not  only  meant  much  to  the  spirit  of  the  faculty,  but 
also  much  to  the  College. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Crawley  has  asked  for  a  leave  of  absence 
to  pursue  his  graduate  work.  As  much  as  he  is  needed 
in  English  and  especially  in  music,  the  request  should 
be  granted.  Professor  Robert  Reveley  has  also  asked 
to  pursue  further  graduate  work  in  order  to  secure  his 
doctor's  degree.  If  he  can  make  satisfactory  arrangements, 
I  favor  the  granting  of  his  request. 

For  the  coming  session,  the  following  men  have  been 
engaged:  Arthur  M.  Dowell,  assistant  professor  in 
Chemistry;  William  C.  Parker,  instructor  in  English; 
David  A.  Cline  in  Biology  and  Music,  and  Ivan  F.  Healton 
in  Modern  Languages. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  faculty  of  this  year  had 
eight  single  men,  the  housing  situation  was  possible  with- 
out changing  any  of  the  old  houses  into  apartments. 
This  condition  will  no  longer  suffice.  The  houses  occupied 
by  Drs.  J.  H.  C.  Winston  and  R.  C.  Beale  are  being  made 
to  accommodate  two  families.  Dr.  Beale  has  moved  into 
a  house  of  his  own  and  Dean  David  C.  Wilson  will  shortly 
move  into  a  house  he  has  bought.  Because  of  these 
changes,  the  housing  situation  is  adequate  for  the  coming 
session. 

ACADEMIC 

The  most  vital  factor  about  any  educational  institu- 
tion is  the  academic  program.  The  aim  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  always  been  to  provide  a  liberal  education 
reinforced  by  the  Christian  tradition.  The  results  after 
172  years  reveal  a  record  of  unusual  achievement. 

At  the  present  moment  we  live  in  a  world  which  has 
been  tremendously  battered  by  the  worst  war  in  history. 
Its  backwash  continues  to  plague  us  and  will  for  years 
to  come.  Such  a  situation  forces  institutions  of  every 
kind  to  a  careful  self-examination.  Can  education  remain 
as  it  is  in  the  face  of  the  present  conditions? 

There  is  no  virtue  in  change  per  se.  The  question  is: 
Can  change  be  made  that  will  strengthen  what  is  good 


and  increase  the  value  of  the  College  to  those  who  seek 
an  education?  We  have  already  strengthened  the  Eco- 
nomics Department  and  added  a  second  course  in  Political 
Science.  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  courses 
in  public  speaking  and  music  can  be  offered. 

In  the  effort  to  provide  a  liberal  education,  Hampden- 
Sydney  does  nothing  in  the  way  of  vocational  training. 
There  are  no  major  and  minor  courses.  In  large  measure, 
the  student  pursues  the  course  selected  by  the  College. 
However,  this  does  not  forbid  a  student  from  majoring 
in  Chemistry,  English,  Languages,  Mathematics,  Physics 
or  History. 

FINANCE 

Hampden-Sydney  still  operates  under  severe  financial 
handicaps.  Approximately  eighty  per  cent  of  our  operat- 
ing expenses  has  to  come  from  student  fees.  We  suffer 
from  the  lack  of  a  library,  an  auditorium,  and  adequate 
sewerage  system,  and  extra  water  tank,  a  student  center 
and  athletic  facilities — all  of  which  makes  the  administra- 
tive task  one  of  constant  and  trying  problems.  Unless 
a  steady  effort  goes  relentlessly  on  to  secure  additional 
resources,  we  cannot  continue  to  operate  without  in- 
creasing difficulty  and  eventual  loss  of  prestige. 

According  to  an  article  by  the  Director  of  Public  Rela- 
tions of  Colgate  University,  the  following  facts  are  re- 
vealed: Total  expenses  of  universities  and  colleges  have 
advanced  52  per  cent  since  1941,  while  tuition  has  risen 
only  19.7  per  cent.  The  cost  of  educating  a  G.  I.  is  be- 
tween ten  and  fifteen  per  cent  more  than  another  student. 
Thus,  in  spite  of  increased  enrollment,  the  average 
college  must  increase  its  income  by  some  means.  As 
one  magazine  puts  it,  "The  financial  cost  squeeze  is  on 
the  college." 

Practically  all  of  the  money  received  in  the  campaign 
is  for  designated  purposes.  The  Endowment  has  been 
increased  from  $388,000  to  $900,000.  We  have  also 
been  able  to  effect  more  renovation  which  was  absolutely 
essential.     But  some  needs  are  still  pressing. 

As  an  illustration,  there  is  the  vital  matter  of  a  library. 
For  seven  years  the  old  building  has  remained  as  it  was 
after  the  fire.  Because  of  the  present  enrollment  some 
move  is  now  imperative.  Either  the  new  library  should  be 
started  or  the  old  one  sufficiently  renovated  to  be  usable. 

We  are  also  in  as  much  need  of  an  auditorium  as  a 
library.  But  for  the  use  of  College  Church,  we  would  be 
helpless.  In  brief,  the  College  must  have  money  and 
still  more — money. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  College  has  eight  public  buildings  other  than  the 
faculty  houses,  College  Shop  and  Post  Office.  Of  these 
the  new  Gymnasium,  Morton  Hall  and  Bagby  Hall  are 
the  best  and  in  good  repair.  The  Old  Gymnasium  and 
the  Administration  Building  are  reasonably  good  struc- 
tures and  in  fair  repair.  Cushing  Hall  has  been  much 
improved,  but  it  is  still  far  from  what  is  really  needed. 
Venable  Hall,  save  for  the  Commons,  is  in  dire  need  of 
renovation,  especially   regarding  lavatory   facilities.      As 
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a  matter  of  fact,  the  dormitory  situation  is  serious  both 
from  the  standpoint  of  condition  and  capacity. 

UTILITIES 

Hampden-Sydney  gets  light  and  electricity  from  the 
Town  of  Farmville.  Except  in  the  case  of  storms,  the 
service  is  satisfactory.  Just  recently  the  dial  phone 
system  was  installed  at  the  College.  For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  institution,  a  private  telephone  con- 
versation is  now  possible — believe  it  or  not. 

When  it  comes  to  the  question  of  water,  the  situation 
is  different.  In  the  last  eight  years  two  wells  have  been 
sunk.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  excellent;  the  quantity 
about  50  gallons'  per  minute.  Provided  everything  is 
right  with  the  pumps  and  the  mains  (which  are  very 
old),  the  supply  is  just  adequate  for  the  present  enlarged 
demand.  Without  delay  another  tank  should  be  erected. 
Until  one  is  on  hand  we  are  helpless  in  case  of  fire;  and 
should  there  be  any  breakdown  that  would  last  for  ten 
hours,  the  College  would  have  to  close  until  repairs  could 
be  made.  _  . 

The  sewerage  system  is  entirely  by  septic  tanks.  It  is 
a  matter  of  serious  and  constant  concern.  Some  central 
system  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  main  college  buildings 
should  be  in  the  future  plans  of  the  College.  As  the 
situation  now  stands,  we  operate  under  a  constant  and 
serious  threat. 

THE  CAMPAIGN 
The  Campaign  for  funds  in  the  Synod  which  started 
three  years  ago  must  be  concluded  by  December  31  of 
this  year.  On  the  $500,000  attempted,  we  have  today 
in  cash  $371,373.20;  in  pledges  $52,165.06.  What  can 
be  done  in  the  remaining  short  period  remains  to  be  seen. 
The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  has,  with 
one  exception,  rendered  a  good  service.  Of  the  eight 
men  appointed,  four  were  Alumni  of  the  College.  I  will 
later  recommend  that  the  Board  direct  the  Secretary  to 
write  a  letter  of  appreciation  to  the  following  members 
of  that  Committee.    They  are: 

East  Hanover — Mr.  Frank  Rennie 
Lexington — Rev.  Newman  Faulconer 
Montgomery — Rev.  A.  H.  Hollingworth 
Norfolk — Dr.  J.  Warren  White

Winchester — Mr.  Henry  Sydnor 

The  larger  effort  to  obtain  $800,000  and  receive  $200,000 
from  the  General  Education  Board  continues.  In  order 
to  fulfill  the  condition  of  the  Board,  we  must  have  in 
cash  $400,000  by  December  31.  My  last  hope  is  that 
the  Alumni  will  make  a  special  effort  through  the  Fund. 

ALUMNI 
I  have  visited  Alumni  in  the  following  places:  Charles- 
ton, Richmond,  Roanoke,  Atlanta,  Norfolk,  Petersburg 
and  New  York.  Mr.  Atkinson  attended  a  meeting  in 
Halifax.  The  wonderful  results  of  the  Fund  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Warren  White  are  abundant  proof  of 
the  loyalty  and  generosity  of  one-third  of  our  Alumni. 
Mr.  George  L.  Walker  and  his  secretary,  Mrs.  Marjorie 
Cleghorn,  have  rendered  splendid  service  in  the  Alumni 
Office.  I  believe  a  good  work  in  behalf  of  our  Alumni 
is  the  meeting  and  luncheon  on  Home-Coming  Day.  This 
event  we  will  stress  more  and  more. 


ENROLLMENT  AGAIN 

The  past  session,  with  an  enrollment  beyond  400,  is 
reason  enough  for  me  to  request  the  Board  to  give  the 
subject  of  the  future  enrollment  the  serious  consideration 
it  demands. 

I  believe  I  express  the  opinion  of  the  faculty  in  saying 
that  with  our  present  equipment,  the  enrollment  should 
not  exceed  400.    Indeed,  it  would  be  better  nearer  350. 

As  it  now  is  we  are  really  taxed  beyond  the  limit  in 
dormitory  space,  dining  facilities,  laboratory  space  and 
other  equipment.  With  what  is  considered  our  normal 
faculty  and  equipment,  the  best  work  can  be  done  with 
a  number  right  around  365.  If  we  continue  as  we  are 
today,  increased   resources  will  be  absolutely  necessary. 

I  hope  that  a  carefully  selected  committee  will  be 
appointed  to  give  this  matter  consideration,  and  that 
the  committee  will  be  charged  to  make  its  report  at  the 
February  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  policy  of  the  Board 
should  be  determined  as  soon  as  possible. 

NECROLOGY 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  officially  report  to  the  Board 
the  death  of  Rev.  W.  H.  T.  Squires.  He  died  on  the  20th 
of  April.  Dr.  Squires  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  of  the  Class  of  1895.  He  was  a  loyal  and  devoted 
alumnus  and  a  member  of  this  board  for  32  years. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  will  close  this  report  by  summing  up  the  following 
recommendations: 

1.  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  make  the  old 
library  usable. 

2.  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  install  an  addi- 
tional water  tank. 

3.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  enroll- 
ment situation  for  the  Session  of  1949-50. 

4.  That  a  retirement  plan  be  installed  by  October  I, 
1948. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  instructed  to 
write  a  letter  of  appreciation  to  the  Synod's  Com- 
mittee on  the  Campaign  to  raise  a  half  million 
dollars. 

6.  That  the  Board  appoint  Rev.  J.  L.  MacMillan  and 
Rev.  E.  T.  Wellford  to  prepare  suitable  resolutions 
on  the  death  of  Rev.  W.  H.  T.  Squires;  that  these 
resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  and  a  copy 
sent  to  the  family  of  Dr.  Squires.

A  Wedding  of  Interest  to  Us  All 

On  August  10,  1948,  Dr.  Henry  Tucker  Graham,  presi- 
dent of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  1908-1917,  conducted 
in  Red  Springs,  N.  C,  the  marriage  ceremony  of  his 
granddaughter,  Miss  Alice  Gordon  Bedinger,  to  Mr. 
Haskell  Woodruff  Hall  who  is  with  the  State  Highway 
Department  of  North  Carolina.  The  bride's  sister, 
Lillian,  was  maid  of  honor  and  her  brothers  were  among 
the  attendants. 
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Robert  E.  Henry,  '02 

Robert  E.  Henry  was  born  in  Tazewell,  Va.  He  took 
his  preparatory  work  at  St.  Albans  School  and  gradu- 
ated at  Hampden-Sydney  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  the  Class  of  1902.  Following  his  graduation, 
Mr.  Henry  taught  school  at  Hoge  Military  Academy 
in  Blackstone,  Va.,  and  later  attended  the  Philadelphia 
Textile  School,  having  decided  upon  a  business  career. 

The  field  he  selected  was  textiles.  In  order  to  equip 
himself,  Mr.  Henry  started  work  as  a  machine  tender 
in  the  mills  at  Chester,  Pa.  His  rise  was  rapid.  In  a 
few  years,  he  was  superintendent  of  the  Maginnis  Cotton 
Mills  in  New  Orleans.  The  next  move  was  to  South 
Carolina  where  he  was  superintendent  of  four  mills  which 
are  now  a  part  of  Spring  Cotton  Mills.  Some  years  later, 
he  went  to  Utica,  N.  Y.,  to  be  general  superintendent  of 
the  Utica  and  Mohawk  Cotton  Mills.  He  then  returned 
to  be  general  manager  and  treasurer  of  the  Dunean 
Mills  at  Greenville,  S.  C.  In  two  years  he  was  made 
president.  He  was  also  president  and  treasurer  of  the 
Watts  Mills,  the  Aragon  Baldwin  Mills  and  the  Victor 
Monaghan  Company. 

Mr.  Henry  has  not  allowed  his  active  and  successful 
business  career  to  interfere  with  other  efforts.  He  has 
given  liberally  of  his  time  to  community  chests,  welfare 
work  and  education.  He  was  a  member  of  the  South 
Carolina  Board  of  Bank  Control.  He  was  also  on  the 
Board  of  the  Charlotte  Branch  of  the  Richmond  District 
Federal  Reserve  Board.  He  served  one  term  as  president 
of  the  American  Cotton  Manufacturers  Association  and 
other  offices  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  Presbyterian 
College  of  South  Carolina  conferred  on  him  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Our  College  Library  and  Our  College 

The  Library  wishes  copies  of  our  College  catalogues  of 
1821,  1822,  1826,  1827,  1832-33  and  1833-34;  a  copy  of 
the  College  Laws  for  Students,  printed  between  181 7 
and  1820;  also  catalogues  of  1847-48. 

In  the  catalogue  of  January  10,  1849,  is  the  inaugural 
address  of  President  L.  W.  Green;  and  in  the  catalogue 
of  1849,  is  the  address  of  Rev.  T.  V.  Moore  before  the 
Union  Literary  Society — subject,  "The  Reformation,  the 
Source  of  American  Liberty";  a  very  able  statement. 

Do  you,  Mr.  Reader,  have  catalogues  of  1858,  1859, 
i860,  1861-62,  1863-64,  1864-65,  1865-66?  Why  not  donate 
them  to  our  Library? 

It  has  been  stated  that  there  were  no  graduates  "from 
1863   to   1866,  inclusive."   Is  this  correct? 

With  the  catalogue  of  1875,  is  a  "circular  of  the  College 
setting  forth  the  need  of  a  larger  endowment,"  and 
giving  a  brief  History  of  the  College.  A  distinctive 
paragraph  states  that  "Hampden-Sydney  owes  its  distinc- 
tive character  and  existence  mainly  to  two  feelings: 
The  one,  a  love  of  political  freedom;  the  other,  a  love  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church."  This  circular  was  issued 
after  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  College;  and  "at 
a  convention  of  elders  and  deacons  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  subsequently  held  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  the 
action  of  the  trustees  was  endorsed  in  calling  for  an 
increase  of  endowment,  but  even  a  greater  addition  to 
the  endowment  was  proposed." 


Robert  E.  Henry 

The  year  1875  was  trie  100th  anniversary  of  the  College. 
"Her  foundations,"  says  the  narrative,  "were  laid  by 
the  old  Presbytery  of  Hanover."  Thus  Hanover  Presby- 
tery has  claim  to  the  establishment  of  two  institutions — 
Hampden-Sydney  and  Union  Theological  Seminary. 

The  circular  asserts,  correctly,  that  the  College  had, 
from  its  foundations,  been  free  of  "bigotry  or  proselytism." 
It  quotes  the  paper  issued  by  Hanover  Presbytery  de- 
claring to  this  effect.  This,  in  a  time  when  "bigotry  and 
proselytism"  were  rife. 

Free  tuition  was  given  to  ministerial  students  of  any 
and  all  denominations,  and  the  same  to  sons  of  ministers. 

It  was  further  stated  that  there  was  "a  great  need  of 
the  College  for  a  professorship  of  the  English  Language 
and  Literature."    This  did  not  come  until  1882. 

Another  great  need  was  more  books.  "The  Literary 
Societies  of  the  College  have  indeed  good  collections  of 
miscellaneous  works,  but  these  libraries  can  boast  of 
but  few  books  of  much  scientific  value.  The  College 
Library  (note  the  word  College)  was  originally  designed 
for  the  use  of  the  Divinity  Class,  at  one  time  taught  by 
the  president.  The  wonderful  progress  in  Natural  Sciences 
causes  a  constant  demand  for  new  means  of  illustration, 
including  philosophical  apparatus,  cabinets,  maps,  charts, 
etc."  Other  quotations  must  be  omitted.  The  circular 
was  signed  by  President  J.  M.  P.  Atkinson  and  Thomas  S. 
Flournoy,  chairman  of  the  Elder's  Convention. 

The  above  has  been  written  to  enlist  interest  among 
Alumni  and  other  friends  of  our  College  in  our  Library, 
the  heart  of  any  well-conducted   institution.

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Judge  Burr  Powell  Harrison's  Course

The  Nelson  County  Times  of  August  5,  1948,  carried 
a  long  and  laudatory  article  quoting  remarks  inserted  in 
the  Congressional  Record  by  Representative  John  W.

A  Message  from  President  Carden 
of  the  Alumni  Association 

Hampden-Sydney  is  still  a  vital  part  of  our  lives  and 
we  are  grateful  every  day  for  the  tremendous  influence 
of  the  Hill  in  our  philosophy  of  living.  We  love  the  old 
College  in  a  way  that  carries  with  it  a  sense  of  respon- 
sibility, and  it  is  this  very  sense  of  responsibility  that 
makes  each  alumnus  wish  to  share  with  President  Gam- 
mon in  the  bearing  of  the  obligation  resting  upon  us  all. 
Briefly,  the  situation  is  this:  The  General  Education 
Board  of  New  York  has  agreed  to  give  Hampden-Sydney 
#200,000,  if  we  raised  #800,000  of  new  endowment.  The 
General  Education  Board  has  already  paid  over  to  the 
College  $100,000  because  we  had  raised  #400,000  of  the 
stipulated  #800,000.  Now  we  are  after  the  second 
#400,000  in  order  to  get  the  General  Education  Board's 
second  #100,000.  We  have  until  December  31,  1948,  to 
claim  this  contingent  gift  from  the  Board.  It  is  felt  that 
if  the  Alumni  through  the  Fund  can  gather  in  as  much 
as  #100,000  that  the  balance  of  the  #400,000  block  can 
be  raised  through  Synod's  Campaign  and  by  special 
efforts  among  the  good  friends  of  the  College.  It  is 
no  exaggeration,  therefore,  to  say  that  this  NINTH 
ALUMNI  FLIND  has  the  most  challenging  responsibility 
of  its  history.  That  our  men  will  respond  as  never  be- 
fore is  the  confident  expectation  of  our  Alma  Mater. 


George  N.  Rogers,  Jr.,  Dies 

Hundreds  of  Alumni  will  grieve  to  learn  of  the  death 
of  their  firm  and  genial  friend,  George  N.  Rodgers,  Jr., 
of  Kingsville.  Known  affectionately  as  "Bus,"  this 
gentleman  had  won  for  himself  a  host  of  loving  friends 
at  the  College  and  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country. 
Possessed  of  a  spirit  of  true  courtesy  and  forever  prompted 
by  the  desire  to  be  helpful  and  kind,  this  dear  friend 
holds  a  place  of  sincere  affection  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  the  Hill  and  the  students  of  the  campus.  For 
several  years  "Bus"  had  operated  a  taxi  service  between 
Farmville  and  Hampden-Sydney — a  service  that  was 
uniformly  safe  and  comfortable.  If  he  were  ever  late 
for  an  appointment  the  probable  cause  was  his  stopping 
to  help  some  traveler — friend  or  stranger,  black  or 
white — who  was  in  trouble.  Characteristic  was  his  work- 
ing for  hours  in  the  rain  and  mud  to  help  a  colored  man 
get  his  car  out  of  a  ditch. 

For  some  months  "Bus"  had  been  battling  with  ill 
health  and  in  it  all  he  never  wavered  in  his  kind  concern 
for  his  parents,  his  brothers  and  sisters  and  his  friends. 
His  suffering  ended  August  23,  1948.  The  burial  service, 
attended  by  a  great  company  of  his  friends  and  loved 
ones,  was  conducted  in  Farmville  by  his  pastor,  Dr.  W.  T. 
Williams  and  his  good  friend,  Dr.  J.  B.  Massey,  of  the 
College  faculty.

Connected  with  the  Richlands  National  Bank  and  the  Taze- 
well National  Bank,  he  was  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Jewell 
Ridge  Coal  Corporation  and  was  treasurer  of  the  Smokeless  Coal 
Company  of  Tazewell.  He  was  also  vice  president  of_  the  Citizens 
Underwriters  Company  and  a  director  of  the  Flat  Top  National  Bank 
of  Bluefield,  W.  Va.  Better  still,  he  was  an  elder  in  the  Westminister 
Presbyterian  Church  and  had  for  years  been  an  active  worker  in  that 
church.

CURRIE.  Rev.  Thomas  King  Currie  was  born  August  3.  1884,  in 
Durham,  N.  C,  and  died  in  Richmond,  Va.,  June  26,  1948,  after  a  long 
and  painful  illness.  He  was  the  youngest  of  five  sons  of  Rev.  James  L. 
Currie,  of  the  Class  of  1872,  and  Mrs.  Violet  Womack  Currie. 

It  is  difficult  to  classify  Dr.  Currie  ethnologically;  the  blood  of  various 
types  flowed  in  his  veins.  His  great-grandparents  on  the  Currie  side 
were  pure  Scotch,  who  lived  in  North  Carolina  and  spoke  Gaelic  in 
the  home  circle;  his  grandmother,  before  her  marriage,  Miss  Mary 
Letitia  Wharey,  was  a  daughter  of  the  Rev.  James  Wharey,  of  the 
Class  of  1817,  of  genuine  Irish  stock,  and  was  a  granddaughter  of 
Major  James  vlorton,  of  Prince  Edward,  the  "Sjlid  Column,"  friend 
of  General  Geor_".  Washington  and  of  LaFayette  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  a  trustee  oi  Hampden  Sydney  College  for  42  years.  From  his 
mother.  Dr.  Currie  jot  a  strain  of  Welsh  descent,  thus  adding  Celtic 
blood  to  the  already  dominant  Gaelic  stream. 


For  a  time,  Dr.  Currie  was  a  pupil  of  the  Assembly's  Home  and 
School  in  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  an  institution  for  some  years  a  haven 
of  refuge  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Presbyterian  ministers.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  North  Carolina,  and  of  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  from  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Dr.  Currie  married  Miss 
Lilias  Blair  Cary,  who,  with  two  sons,  Thomas  L.,  '41,  and  Albert  L. 
Currie,  survives'.  For  seven  years  Dr.  Currie  served  the  Rose  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church,  Columbus,  Ga.,  after  which  he  was  elected  re- 
gional director  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  a 
position  which  he  occupied  for  twenty-five  years  until  ill  health  made 
retirement  necessary  in  March  1948.  After  funeral  services  in  the 
Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church  interment  followed  in  the  Fort  Lawn 
Cemetery.

Hampden-Sydney  friends  were  sorry  to  see  in  the  State 
press  a  notice  of  the  passing  of  Mr.  Edwin  Hanson  Sanders  in  a  hospital 
in  Abingdon,  Va.

Twenty-two  men  on  the  gridiron  arc  not  the  only 
ones  who  will  get  a  chance  to  "rub  noses"  when  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Tigers  tangle  with  the  Sewanee  Tigers 
at  Roanoke's  Victory  Stadium  on  Saturday,  October  30.

Coach  Morgan  Tiller  and  his  charges  are  expected  to 
offer  sterner  opposition  this  year,  after  gaining  a  year 
of  experience  via  the  hard  way  during  the  1947  campaign. 
Fifty-seven  candidates,  including  23  lettermen,  were  on 
hand  when  the  Tigers  opened  early  drills  on  September  1— 
a  favorable  indication  that  the  reserve  strength  so  sorely 
lacking  last  year  may  be  available  for  the  present  grid- 
iron venture.  ..      „T1, 

The  Tigers  will  again  operated  from  the  tricky  1 
formation.  This  type  of  offensive  is  designed  for  quick- 
opening  plays,  light  and  speedy  backs  and  a  bag  full  of 
deceptive  tricks  and  fakes^all  of  which  point  to  its  being 
the  most  suitable  to  Hampden-Sydney's  comparatively 
light  squad. 

Unlike  colleges  governed  by  Southern  Conference  rules 
and  many  of  the  larger  schools,  Hampden-Sydney  has 
the  distinct  advantage  this  year  of  using  incoming  fresh- 
men for  Varsity  competition.  And  if  several  of  the  new- 
comers can  live  up  to  pre-season  build-ups  in  the  face 
of  tough  college  competition,  Coach  Tiller  may  have 
solved  the  major  1947  problem  of  insufficient  "beef"  in 
the  forward  wall. 

But  the  Tiger  mentor  is  not  counting  too  heavily  on 
freshman  gridders  to  produce  during  the  early  part  of 
the  season.  The  jump  from  high  school  to  college  ball 
is  a  big  one  that  requires  a  great  deal  of  "ground-rooting" 
experience.  The  bulk  of  the  Tiger  team  will  most  likely 
come  from  the  mainstays  of  the   1947  squad. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  Tiger  followers  are  looking 
to  Lynn  Chewning,  former  V.  M.  I.  and  Naval  Academy 


star,  to  lead  the  charges  against  the  opposition.  "  Lightnin' 
Lynn"  got  off  to  a  bad  start  in  1947  with  a  cracked  collar 
bone  as  the  result  of  his  first  ball-toting  attemp  (which, 
incidentally,  was  good  for  49  yards),  but  came  back  to- 
ward the  close  of  the  season  to  provide  the  spark  that 
netted  the  only  win  of  the  hard-fought  campaign. 

Honored  with  a  co-captain  title  this  year,  Chewning 
is  out  to  recall  a  year  similar  to  his  '45  stint  with  Pooley 
Hubert's  Flying  Squadron  when  he  kept  sports  writers  I 
throughout  the  Southern  Conference  busy  at  the  key- 
board. Other  lettermen  backs  to  watch  this  year  include 
Co-Captain  Bo  Wall,  doughty  little  Farmville  player; 
Doug  Chapman,  Bill  Desportes,  Bob  Francis,  Bill  Hunter, 
Garrett  Leonard,  Bob  Osburn,  Bill  Wall  and  Eldridge 
Moore. 

The  line  will  be  stabilized  by  powerful  Walt  Bridges 
who  played  three-fourths  of  every  game  last  season  as 
a  freshman  pivot  man.  He  will  be  backed  by  ends  Waltei 
Moore,  Alfred  Adkins,  Bill  Lucado;  tackles  Bob  Driver 
Bill  Gallalee,  Claude  Milam,  Dick  Yenable;  guardi 
Maury  Goodley,  William  Lee,  John  Robinson,  and  cen- 
ters Joe  Potts  and  Baker  Davenport.
